The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, a stand linked to the side of the housing facing away from the knife insertion 
opening and being of plate-shaped form and being adapted to be slid onto the front wall 
of the housing, in combination with rest of the limitations in claim 1 ; prior art of record 
considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, 
a stop being provided on the stand for fixing the housing in a folded out position at an 
angle between the housing and the stand of less than 90 , the stand having side walls 
on which the side walls of the housing are supported in the folded out position of the 
stand, in combination with rest of the limitations in claim 21 ; prior art of record 
considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, 
a stand linked to the side of the housing facing away from the knife insertion opening so 
to be foldable between folded in a d folded out positions, the front wall on the side 
facing the slot having a projection which engages over an adjacent edge of the stand 
when the stand is slid onto the housing in the folded in position, in combination with rest 
of the limitations in claim 22.
